The Funeral Train. 
By Associated Press.]} 


Sr. Louis, Feb. 21.—The train car- 
rying the remains of General Sherman 
left Indianapolis last night at 11 
o’clock. Members of the party re- 
tired for the night soon after. When) 
Terre Haute was reached at 1:17 
A. M., their slamber was disturbed, 
however, by the heavy discharges of 
a battery salatingthetrain. Notwith- 
standing the late hour, 2,000 people 
were at the station. Another stop of 
an hour was made there. All through 
the rest of the night the train. sped 
on. Justafter sunrise at Vandalia, 
Illinois, a heavy discharge of cannon 
awoke every one on the train. A atop 
of ten minates was made to afford the 
people a chance to see the casket. At 
every little cross road as the train 
neared St. Louis, were groups of peo- 
ple who all stood’ with uncovered 
heads as the train passed. This 
mark of respect was universal during 
the entire trip from New York. East 
St. Louis was reached at 8:15 0’clock. 


A large crowd, mostly of railroad men, | 


was gathered here. Alter afew mo- 
ments stop, the train started across 
the bridge. 

Flags all over the city are at half 

mast and many of the buildings and 
stores are draped in mourning, and 
black framed pictures of the dead 
General could be seen in numerous 
windows. Business of the city is en- 
tirely suspended and the streets filled 
with people. The day was all that 
could be desired so faras sunshine 
and cool, clear weather was concerned, 
but the streets were very muddy 
from the recent rainstorm. To this 
storm is due largely the meager 
mourning decorations. At the Union 
depot and in all the streets in the im- 
mediate vicinity, immense crowds of 
people were assen: bled. 
The funeral train arrived at just half 
past8 a.m. As it crossed the bridge 
asalute from the battery announced 
its approach. Emerging from the tun- 
nel the train was compelled to proceed 
slowly, while the police cleared the 
tracks of people. When the train 
reached the platform, Governor Fran- 
cis who was there with his staff and 
members of the reception committee, 
paid his respects to Generals Scho- 
field end Howard and other military 
officers accompanying the funeral 
party. After an exchange of greet- 
ings it was announced that everything 
was in readiness for the funeral pro- 
cession. Meanwhile, the Military 
removed into position, the caisson, on 
which the body was to be borne 
standing in readiness. It was drawn 
by six bay horses, the riders of which 
were men who worked the Hotchkiss 
gun at the Battle of Wounded Knee 
in the recent Indian war. The body 
bearers were eight sergeants, four 
from the seventh cavalry and- four 
from battery E of the first artillery. 

In front of the caisson was the 
Twelfth Infantry from Fort Leaven- 
worth drawn up in line facing the de- 
pot. On the opposite side of the street 
was Ransom Post, G. A. R., which 
acted as the guard of the honor. The 
horse that was led behind the caisson 
was equipped with the dead General’s 
saddle, bridle, boota and spurs, and 
was 9 black one belonging to troop 
D of the Seventh Cavalry. 

All the floral pieces were placed in 
an open baronche to be taken to the 
cemetery. At 10:30 o’clock General 
Merritt, the Chief Marshal and staff 
arrived. The casket was then re+ 
moved from the car and as it was 
placed on the caisson, the Twelfth In- 
fantry presented arms and the band 
played a dirge. Many of those as-| 
sembled were touched by the sight, 
and veterans and comrades of the 
dead General could be seen weeping 
on all sides. Generals Howard and 
Slocum were s0 overcome that they 
could not speak for several minutes.

The procession divided into six di- 
visions. It was composed of a regular 
military escort a8 provided by the 
regular army regulations: The Grand 
Army Posts, Loyal Legion, Sons of 
Veterans, civic societies, State Militia 
of Missouri and Ohio, members of the 
Legislatures of Missouri, Dilinois and 
Kansas, Governors of States and their 
staffs, unorganized bodies, citizens in 
carriages and on foot. : 

The route of the procession was from 
the depot to Calvary Cemetery, a dis- 
tance of nearly eight miles, through 
some of the principal streets and 
avenues of St. Louis. The windows 
of nearly all the buildings were filled 
with spectators, and the sidewalks 
were crowded with a struggling mass. 
of humanity. The ectrance to tre 
cemetery was by the rear gate. The 
larger part of the military remained 
outside the cemetery. 

The services at the grave were of a 


' military character, the only exception 


being fhe reading of a prayer by Rev. 
Thomas Sherman, son of the deceased 
General. Thousands of people were 
present at the ceremony.

Hot in Chili.

A Bleoedy Battie at Tokar.

ArariTe (Egypt), via. Suakim, Feb. 
21.—A severe engagement was fought 
at Tokar, February 19th between the 
Egyptian troops and Osman Digmas’ 
forces. Nearly 4 thousand lives were 
lost. The Egvptians made the advance 
from Afafite during early dawn on 
Thursday. The enemy was sighted 
near Tokar, and after an exchange of 
shots between the skirmishers the 
Egyptians pushed forward through 
the brushwood to seize the old gov- 
ernment building, a tumbled down 
ruin which forms a strategic point 


against heavy odds. The Dervislhies 
seeing the object of the Egyptian ad- 


and surrounded it by a compact mass; 
of Arab riflemen, who poured a hot 
fire into the ranks of the advancing 
Egyptians, the latter returning the 
fire as they advanced. The Egyptians 
fixed bayonets when within easy dis- 
tance of the enemy and charged. For 
over an hour a desperate hand to hand 
bayonet to spear and sword fight. fol- 
lowed. Finally the Egyptian’s cav- 
alry made a brilliant charge upon the 
Dervishes who retired in disorder, 
suffering a crushing defeat. The Der- 
vishes numbered at least 2,000 fight- 
ing men. There was about an equal 
force of Egyptians. After the retreat 
of the Dervishes the troops found over 
seven hundred dead around the posi- 
tion mentioned, while a large number 
of the dead were lying in the bushes 
around the buildings. Nearly every 
Emir of importance presént fell upon 
the field.

this girl for theft proves a diifer- 
ent condition of things. Miss 
Gehring was employed by Mrs. 
Gillig some three months ago in 
Paris as a waiting maid. Shortly 
after she came into the household 
Mrs.Gillig began missing articles 
of wearing apparel, laces and jew- 
elry until the party arrived in Sac- 
ramento, about Christmas. time, 
when many articles that had been 
Missing were found among the 
girl’s effects, which led to her dis- 
missal. After her discharge Mrs. 
Gillig continued to miss first one 
thing and then another until for- 
bearance censed to be a virtue 
and she had Miss Gebring arrested. 
The girl being a stranger to Amer- 
ica, the German Consul in San 
Francisco interested himself in her 
behalfand succeeded in building 
up a race prejudice that resulted 
in her acquittal, notwithstanding 
there were seven reliable witnesses, 
headed by Mrs. Crocker, who testi- 
fied to the facts in the case, and only 
ene—Miss Gehring herself—testi- 
fied for the defense. Mra. Gillig 
was born and raised in Sacra- 
mento; her husband, Harry Gillig, 
is a gentleman of worih and char- 
acter.

MEMORIES OF PANAMINT, 


The Histeric Cemetery of Sour 
| Dough—A City ef the Dead on 
the Borders of Death Valicy. 

In the first settlement of Panamint, 
which is situated in Inyocounty, Cal., 
on the western side of the summit 
overlooking Death Valley, its popula-. 
tion contained some of the worst 
desperadoes on the coast, outside 
of the penitentiaries. There were 
many lawless scenes enacted, and 
several deaths by violence, which 
were dismissed from the mind. as soon 
as the victims were buried... The 
burial plot was in a little guich above 
the town, which was called Sour 
Dough Canyon, and when a man was 
laid to rest the fact was referred to by 
the sports in flippant manner and the 
words, “‘Oh! he’s planted in Sour 
Dough.’* In the early settlement no 
Wagons were used in the camp, be- 
cause the canyons and hillsidés were 
so steep that wheels were useless, and 
all transportation was done on the 
backs of mules and burros. There 


was one exception, and that was a 
little- wagon used by the butcher in 
moving meats from the slaughter 
house tothe market. It was hauled 
2 I sure-footed little brown mules. 
This outfit was pressed into service 
whenever needed for a hearse, and the 
little mules would lop their ears in 
eolemn gravity as they plodded along 
with the silent mourners ori their wa 

up Sour Dough. At the first Fourt 

ot July celebration the same outfit 
was 


USED FOR THE CAR OF STATE, 


And the little mules held their ears 
high in patriotic defiance of the blare 
of a bass tuba and a drum that com- 
posed the band on the occasion. The 


canyon was narrow, and to turn the 
Car of State it had to be lifted up and 
carried around by the procession that 
followed on foot. The Car of State 
carried, beside the driver, the God- 
dess of Liberty and three children, 
which was all the little folks there was 
in camp, and as an illastration of the 
Creative imaylioation of the editor 
of the Panamint News, his 
description of the car is here quoted: 
“*The Car of State was gotten up by 
Grand Marshal Paris and Mr. Steb- 
bins, and reflected much credit on 
these gentlemen for its gorgeous 
beauty. It was brought into the pro- 
cession at an early hour, filled with 
young ladies and children of Pana- 
mint.’’ And. he added further that 
he ‘*was sorry he could not obtain for 
publication the names of all the chil- 
dren.’’ The celebration was strictly 
non-partisan, and it was probably as 
patriotic as any celebration that ever 
kept perfectly sober. The day closed 
with a fine exhibition of fireworks 
under the management of Dave Nagle. [ 
Not long after this event Senator Stew- 
art and Trenor W. Park, the Vermont 
capitalist, visited the camp to inspect } 
their mining properties, and on the 
morning of their departure, just as 
they were preparing to step into the 
stage one of. their employes named 
McKinney had a few words with a 
man named Jim Bruce, and in less 
time than it takes to tell it

And emptied their revolvers into each 
other. The Senator and his compan- 
ions took hasty refuge behind a stone 
wall, as they were ‘‘notin it.’’

It 
said: ‘‘ We are pained to record that 
during a _ slight misunderstanding 
that occurred at the express office pre- 
vious to the depurture of the stage 
yesterday, one of our esteemed fellow 
citizens was compelled to resort to 
violent measures to protect his person. 
His opponent will be buried to-morrow 
in the little cemetery in Sour Dough.’’ 
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GOOD WOOD. 


The Best Material for Railroad 
Ties is Redweeod. 


B. F. Fernon, Chief of the Forestry 
Division of the United States Agricul- 
tural Department, in a report on 
wooden railway ties made up from 


statistics of 283 railroad companies, 
shows that the average life of a red- 
wood tie is from eleven to twelve 
years, the range being from eight to 
fifteen years. No tie reported ap- 
proaches the redwood, the nearest be- 
ing the red cedar, with an average of 
ten years, and the bald cypress, from 
eight toten. The other ties average 
from seven to eight years and less. 

Hewn ties last from one to three 
years longer than sawn, the explana- 
tion being that the sawn facd is more 
or less rough and collects the water, 
thus giving opportunity for fungus 
growth that destroys the tie.

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BEEF CATTLE. 


What ts Thonght of the Fature of 
the Indastry. 
The country must have meat for its 


great rush into range industry natur- 
ally resnited in over-production; the | 
reaction came with a vengeance aided | 
by the terrible winter of 1890; and it 
seems a fair conclusion that the cattle 
census has now been reduced below 
the probable requirements of the im- 
mediate fature. 

THE HEAVY LOSSES 
of last winter, in all of the colder 
northern portions of the grazing re- 
gions, where the snow was deep and 
the storms terribly severe, created a 
shortage of more than 5,000,000 head 
of cattle. By some, it is estimated at 
not less than 10,000,000. On account 
of the losses in the herds, as well as 
the drainage of the surplus by ship- 
ments abroad and the consumption at 
home, there has been a heavy decrease 
in the number of catile in the United 
States, while the demand for beef is 
constantly on the increase. Less cat- 
tle were taken into market in 1889 
than in 1886, by more than 2,000,000, 
as shown by the records. The in- 
crease will be very slow, comparatively 
with that of ten years ago, from the 
fact, as may be seen by the statistics, 
that 300,000 cows and heifers were 
slaughtered last 
not available for breeding at the pres- 
ent time. 

Five hundred. thousand head of 
calves have been butchered in the 
last two years, and not-less than: 
1,000,000 heifers have been spayed 


-during the same time, 


HENCE THE SHORTAGE, 
which must be felt for, at least, the 
next five or six years. The shortage 
of available cattle for the present, or 


immediate future market, extends all 
over the east and begins to be felt in 
all the States and Territories west of 
the Mississippi and Missouri rivers, 
Three-year-old, fat steers; good, beel- 
matured cows are not made to order, 
or in a day. Generally speaking, 
something should be done toward 
breeding better cattle and handling 
them upon: 

A MORE HUMANE 

and business like plan. ‘ood blood 
can now be obtained very cheap as 
compared with prices which prevailed 
a few years ayo, and breeds have been 
introduced which show their ability 
to thrive under ordinary range condi- 
tions. But the cattle-growing of the 
future will tend farther and farther 
away from the dangerous old policies. 
Fewer cattle, better cared for and pro- 
tected, will be the new order. Pro- 
vision for winter feed and shelter 
will he more thought of. There may 
not be the vast gains andthe vast 
losses Of the earlier years, but there 
will be a safer businessand surer net 
returns. In this line of progress there 
is room for effort and investment 
which will promise well.

FLOGGING IN RUSSIA. 


Some of the Joys of Life in That 
| Country. 


How a Peasant in Search of Work Was 


Sent Home—A Mockery of Justice 
~—A Few Examples of the 
Whipping Mania. 


The advisers of the present Emperor,:' 


says a late number of the London Tel- 
egraph, have long since come to the 
conclusion that the emancipation of the 
serfs was an unpardonable blunder, and 
some of the most enterprising among 
them have presented ingenious projects 
of laws tonullify its most radical 
clauses. The late Count Tolstoi's plan 
was at last accepted, creating peasant 
tutors, called Zemsky Natshalniks, 


| whose duty it is to watch over the 


peasants, control their acts, judge 
them or whip them without any trial 
or jutigment, and generally to play the 
part of policeman, judge, jury, disinter- 
ested friend and powerful protector. At 
first it was hoped that the ranks of the 
Zemsky Natshalniks might be reeruited 
exclusively from the nobility, byt this 
hope was doomed to disappointment, 
owing to the circumstance that all the 
nobles who were qualified for lucrative 


‘ posts already occupied them, and those 


who were not did not as a rule possess 
even the slight qualifications demanded 
by the mew law, viz., had not passed 
through an establishment of intermedi- 
ate education. The choice, therefore, 
fell upon retired army and navy officers 
and ‘“‘shelved” tschinovniks, the first 
batch of whom was let loose upon the 
country in January, 1890, the second on 
June 13. The will of these men has 
thenceforth become the sole substitute 
for the electoral rights of the peasants, 
who formerly elected their own judges 
of the peace, and also, in many cases, 
for the statute and common law of the 
land. They were to drill and teach the 
peasants according to the method fol- 
lowed by Carlyle’s Dr. Francia with his 
beloved Guachos. Knowing that educa- 
tion and instruction as imparted in the 
schools is an abomination tothe author- 
ities, they naturally acted on the salu- 
tary principle that what smarts teaches. 
Their nrocedure vo, simplicity itself. 
“You stole Kaloif’s hen’ You didn’t? 
I don’t believe you. Anyhow, a sound 
hiding can do you no harm. We have to 
chastise a good child that it may not be- 
come bad as well as a bad one that it 
may not grow worse. Give him thirty- 
five, hot!’ Last spring it was stated in 
the district of a very zealous Zemsky 
Natshalnik, M. Mordvinoff, that there 
was scarcely a family that had not one 


‘or more members flogged. 


The following fact—the truth of 
which is acknowledged by the entire 
Russian press—may help to show to 
what lengths the whipping mania has 
been carried: One day a peasant, who 
had left his native village some weeks 
previously in search of work, was sent 
home by etape—that isto say, he was 
arrested and put in prison till a band of 
convicts, felons and murderers were got 
together who were going the same way, 
when he was compelled to join them, 
and to march for twoor three days till 
they arrived at the next etape prison, a 
filthy, loathesome shed. Here a halt of 
a week or ten days would be made, and 
the march resumed; and so on, until he 
at last reached his native place. This 
is the most economical mode of travel- 
ing in Russia; technically, it is nota pun- 
ishment. As a matter of simple fact, 
itis a horrible ordeal to go through— 
always worse than imprisonment, and 
occasionally more terrible than death— 
but like the bullet-wounds made out- 
side the chalk circle which a diminu- 


tive duelist once proposed to draw on 


the ungainly body of his giant adver- 
sary, it doesnot count. Any respectable 
man, woman or child in Russia is liable 
to be sent home by etape. If you lose 
your money on the road, and have not 
the wherewithal to patronize a more 
expeditious mode of locomotion, you are 
sent home by etape. If the yearly pass- 
port of a man who is not residing in his 
native place is not renewed by the 
authorities in time, even though the 
‘fault be none of his, he is arrested and 
sent home by etape. If you are a 
soldier in the army, and, -hav- 
ing served at a distance, have 
received your discharge and a good 
character, you are frequently sent 
home-by etape. It was thus, therefore, 
that the ill-starred rustic was restored 
to his lares and penates as poor asa 
church mouse, having been robbed of 
the little ready money he possessed by 
the scoundrels who were his companions 
on the road. The Zemsky Natshalnik, 
hearing of his arrival, ordered him what 
Russians facetiously term a meal of 
“birch gruel.” There was absolutely 
‘no motive, real or alleged, for thus add- 
ing to the hardships endured by the 
poor wretch during his marching and 
imprisonment, unless, indeed, the 
Scriptural saying were appealed to that 
whosoever hath to him shall be given. 
He was- advised by some sympathetic 


.soul to appeal to a higher court, which 


is composed of a number of Zemsky 
Natshalniks under the presidency of the 
Marshal of Nobility. The sentence, 
however, was confirmed on the ground 
that it seemed desirable to the court to 
allow Zemsky Natshalniks the right of 
punishing peasants for acts that are not 
forbidden by the law, if the punishment 
is calculated to do the person some good. 
‘*‘And thus,” exclaims the Messenger of 
Europe, “a miserable laborer, tempora-

subjected to: all the hardships and pri- 
vations inseparable from a journey by 
etape, condemned to an additional pun- 
ishment. And what a punishment! * 
* * Truly this can not. be termed a 
safe ing of the law, but rather a 
palpable mockery of justice.” 

The Zemsky Natshalnik of Uloma 
(Governnment of Nijni-Novgorod) be- 
gan his administrative activity by for- 
bidding all peasants, irrespective of age 
or sex, to appear in the streets or roads, 
or to dance or sing, after eight o’clock 
p. m.; he likewise strictly prohibited 
them from visiting each other’s dwell- 
ings for the purpose of carrying on con- 
versations and discussions, under pain 
of. imprisonment and the lash. The 
Liberal organs are now asking, in as- 
tonishment, whether it can be true that 
peasants are to be punished with im- 
prisonment and the lash merely for 
calling upon each other and having a 
quiet chat. But even when a crime has 
undoubtedly been committed and the 
community is interested in the discov- 
ery of the criminal, the Zemsky Nat- 
shalniks use the lash as indiscriminate- 
ly as when all are notoriously innocent. 
In. a district of the Government of 
Tshernigoff, for instance, a peasant 
complained that his turkey cocks had a 
disagreeable way of disappearing from 
his farmyard and from the village gen- 
He did not know exactly who 
was committing these depredations on 
his property, but he suspected a little 
boy of eleven, who might possibly 
be aided and abetted by rela 
tions who were of an age 
to know better. The Zemsky Natshal- 
nik at once declared that it would save 
much time and trouble if the child were 
flogged till he made a clean breast of 
it: so he told the peasants to assemble 
ahd do their duty. ‘These rude, half- 
civilized creatures, however, had more 
scruples about carrying out the sen- 
tence than their betters felt in pro- 
nouncing it. Hesitating to flog a mere 
child and afraid to disobey the ‘*Tsar’s 
ambassador,” as the Zemsky Natshal- 
niks liked to be called, they compro- 
mised the matter by flogging an elder 
brother of the child. In comparison 
with this sort of thing, flogging peas- 
ants in order to compel them to pay 
taxes seems a natural, legal and wise 
procedure. As an instance of how it is 
done I may quote the following order 
sent round to the peasants of the 
Ephremovsky district of the Govern- 
ment of Toola, and published by the 
*“Peterburgskia Vedomosti” a few days 
ago: ‘*‘I hereby order the starosts (peas- 
ant-elders) to call the peasants together 
to-morrow, and make known to them 
that they have got to pay. all taxes by 
Saturday next, and, when I verify the 
list, all who have not paid will be 
flogged in presence of the assembly.” 

Here and there, no doubt, traces of 
the old spirit are still extant, as was 


shown a few days ago in the Govern- - 


ment of Smolensk, where the peasants, 
having refused to appear at some meet- 
ing, were summoned in a body tothe 
Volost Board, without being enlight- 
ened as to the object for which they 
were wanted. Reluctantly they obeyed, 
and when the whole seventeen of them 
were safe in the room of the hut the 
watchman closed the door, turned the 
key and put it in his pocket." ‘Now, 
what might that mean?” asked 
one of the mystified rustics. ‘‘It means 
a hot poultice for every mother’s son of 
ye—that’s what it means,” was the can- 
did reply; ‘‘fifteen piping hot for each 
of ye, brothers.” “It’s not lawful to 
lock the door,” protested one. ‘*The 
sentence should have been read over to 
us,” urged another. “It’s dead against 
the law, brothers, and we won’t lie 
down,” cried a third; and so _ they 
argued, protested and stormed until 
they were tired. ‘Better have it over, 
brothers,” shouted out a stout, 
burly fellow with a thick skin and no 
nerves to speak of. The others list- 
ened in silence, and at length agreed 
that he was right. Then arose the im- 
portant question of precedence. Who 
was to handlé the lash? Noone was 
desirous of the equivocal honor. At 
last the same wise man solved the ques- 
tion satisfactorily. ‘“‘It’s all one, boys; 
the first will get no more than the last, 
so I don’t mind if I lie down”—and, 
suiting the action to the words, he 
made the necessary alterations in his 
toilet, lay down like a lamb, and 
the dolorous operation was begun. 
Meanwhile a storm-cloud burst over 
their heads and the rain poured down 
in torrents. ‘‘The scene,” we are told, 
‘was highly impressive. In the hut it 
was pitch dark, and nothing could be 
heard save the dull thud of the lash. the 
subdued moan, the wincing and wrig- 
gling on the floor, and the vague, inar- 
ticulate murmurs of the peasants 
around. Suddenly a brilliant flash of 
lightning turns the night into day; 
revealing the bare back with the red 
marks made by the rods, the brick- 
colored, wedge-shaped, shaggy beard of 
the heaving mass on the ground, the 
anxious crowd standing closely up 
against the wall of the room, the 
vigorous sweep of the lash, the gloomy 
figure of the elder, and the ironical 
glance of the secretary. ‘I won't lie 
down,” exclaimed one of the peasants, 


‘for Iam not the owner of a house, and 


wasn’t sent for. My father asked me 
to come and see what's up.’ ‘It’s all 
one,’ said the practical elder; ‘down on 
your marrow bones and take your 
father’s share. We've no time to wait 
for him.to turn up.’ And, seeing that 
there was no help for it, he lay down 
and received his father’s portion. The 
operation was mot over till daybreak, 
when they adjourned to the nearest 
tavern, drowned their sorrows in 
vodka, and returned home drunk and 
disorderly, threatening to wreak venge- 
ance on their persecutors.”
